I beg to attach hereto police reporte on the attempted 
arson at the Morley Indian Residential School by some boys 
there. I am aware that the Department receive these police 
reports, but in case these have not been received as yet, I 
am forwarding them to you. 


At the request of the Agent and the Indians I went up 
to Morley on Saturday afternoon and met the Band at the Agency, 
and the Indians themselves were very much worried over what 
had taken place and to explain it in the Indians* way they 
stated that they blamed themselves for this having happened 
as they had not trained their children properly before send~ 
ing them to school, and during the time they were there, and 
that the boys would not have taken this action had they (the 
parents) been more strict with them. The Indians requested 
me to point out to the Department they did not want the boys 
sent away from the reserve to another school and that they 
would do everything in their power to see that the children 
behaved in future, and that they would talk to them and warn 
them. If anything of this nature were ever attempted again, 
the Indians were prepared to suffer the consequences, but they 
were quite confident it would not happen againe I am attach~ 
ing hereto a letter from Mr. Staley, the Principal, who is of 
the same mind, and I concur with him in his opinion that the 
children should be let remain there. The Stony Indians are 
a very law-abiding lot, and as I have said before they feel 
the matter keenly, and if the boys are soundly strapped either 
by the Principal or the Parents in the Bresence of the Indian 
Agent, I feel this should suffice. I would ask that I be 
directed as soon as possible in this >

I have your 409-11 of the 13th instant, 
reporting on your inspection of the Morley Indian Residen- 
tial School. The Department is pleased to note that 
conditions, generally, are satisfactory. 


with reference to transferring Lot 8 and part 
of Lot 7 in the Morleyville Settlement to this Department, 
for use of the school, I have to say thet this matter is 
now before the Department of the Interior. We are advised, 
by the Lands Branch of that Department, that they have not 
yet been instructed what action to take. It ig hoped to 
have the transfer arranged ct an early date, and you will 
be advised when a decision has been made. 


Regarding the exterior painting of the building 
in which the two classrooms are located, I would inform 
you that the eum of $300 is available in the Appropriation 
for the current fiscal year, for paint and miecellaneous 
repairs at thie eachool. The Department will approve of 
you arrenging for the purchase of the paint, from a firm 
on the approved list, to have the exterior of this building 
painted. Should there be a sufficient amount available 
after obtaining the paint for the classroom building, you 
may utilize the same in the purchase of paint for the out- 
buildings. It is to be understood that all labour will be 
carried out by the staff, with the aid of the older boys, 
without cost to the Department. I would suggest that the 
painting of the classroom building be satisfactorily can- 


pleted before incurring any expenditure in painting the 
outbuildings. 


The Department has also the list and cost of the 
tools required for the manual training of the boye. I 
return the list herewith, end you may arrange for the pur- 
chase of the various items mentioned therein, at a cost 
not to exceed $132. You should obtain an itemized account, 
in triplicate, covering the cost, which you should attach 
to proper voucher forme, certify in the usual mamer and 
forward for payment.

I beg to inform you that the Morley School have 
been having some difficulty with a shortage of water, 
and it appears that the present equipment for pumping, 
and the cylinder that is in the well, are simply too 
small for the quantity of water now used by the School 
since the addition was built. Mr. Snyder from Calgary 
here installed the pumping outfit at the time the school 
was built, and in passing there a few days ago he called 
in at the school and Mr. Staley asked him to examine the 
equipment and report the matter to me. I am attaching 
hereto a letter which Mr. Snyder handed to me. 


I might say for the information of the Department 
that the well is only 40 feet deep, and apparently there 
is nothing wrong in the well itself, but the pumping out- 
fit, as I have said before, is too small for the amount 
of water it is called upon to handle.

I have been informed by Rev. E. J. Staley, 
principal of the Resdiential School, that there is 
almost no water available in the school well. This 
he considers is due to failure of the source of supply 
rather than a need of cheaning. 


The well is drilled down to shale and as the 
depth of the shale is not known, further drilling is 
not considered feasible. The C.P.R. have an ehectric 
pump about 500 yards from the school used to pump water 
from the river to their tank at the station. Mr .Staley 
suggests that an arrangement might be made with the 
reilwey whereby their pump could be used to pump water 
from the river through a pipe line to supply the school, 
thus assuring an adequate supply at all times. 


If the drought continues as at present, it 
will not be possible to open the school at the usual 
time owing to lack of water. I would recommend that 
@ survey of the situation be made immediately by @ 
member of the Water Branch in Calgary who could give 
the best solution of the problem.

Your letter was received here during my ab- 
sence on a visit to the +esser olave Lake Agency, and 
Miss P. Blanchfield immediately wrote Dr. W. B. Murray, 
Indian Agent, asking him for an explanation. I am 
attaching hereto copy of his reply, with enclosure. 


Doctor Murray called at this office yesterday, 
when 1 discussed the matter with him. 


The only reason he gave for exceeding the 
mount allowed, was that Mr. Shrubsall had found that 
the repairs were urgently needed and Rev. Staley, 
the Principal, was most anxious to have them done be- 
fore school re-opened. I made it known to him thet 
this reply was not satisfactory, and referred him to 
Requisition, Form 374, dated “ugust 8th, last, which 
he and the ev. E. H. Staley prepared in this office; 
(Reference my No. 409-11A of the s > date, addressed 
to the Secretary); also, to my letter No. 409-11A 
dated August 16th, accressed himself, a copy of 
which I am attaching hereto. |! reply was, “Never 
again!" 


I have no excuse to offer for him: He has 
been in the service a long ti and should be famil- 
iar with Departmental rules ssulabions, and I think 
he deserves a strong reprimand and warning.

Even if the amount is 
comparatively small it is a serious mat*er to over exvend 
more than was suthorized and,in my opinion,shows lack of 
interest on your part in not checking up on the ork while 
it was being performed.

On checking over Heating System at Morley School, 
I have found the following defects. 


(1) Discharge from pump in to equalizer pipes is 
tapped into pipe instead of the groper fittings, this causes 
leaks as there is not thread enough in 3" pipe to hold same, 


This can be remedied by installing two 3" x 13" 
tees; Two 3" flange unions, four 3" nipples and necessary 
13" nipples on discharge from pump. 


(2) On return header at back of boilers, there are 
no valves, and water does not equalize in boilers es one 
glass shows as much as 4" more than the other. 


This can be overcome by putting in two 2"gate 
valves on return and twinning boilers with necesaary 
unions and fittings. This connection is necessary as at 
present one boiler is getting more water than other from 
condensate pump. This also will provide the use of one 
boiler and an even water line. 


(3) The main feed header valvesrequires gland packing 
as they show evidence of leaks, 


(4) Check valveson discharge line from pump to boiler 
to be ground in on seat. 


(5) Cleanout plugs in boilers are cast iron, brass 
plugs should be used as they are easily removed for cleaning 
purposes and do not ruste 


(6) 411 return traps on system should be checked over 
for leaks through diaphrams. Strainers and drop pockets also 
to be checked over, 


(7) Condensation pump moter to be exemined to see how

Reference your radiogram of the 25th ultimo 
re repairs required for electric pump at the Morle 
Indian Residential School, Stony Agency, I beg to ad- 
vise that in the absence of Mr. Schmidt, I got in touch 
with ur, W. Barr Murray, the indian Agent, who sugested 
that 1 ask Mr. P. Kennedy, Plumber, Calgary, to go to 
Morley to fix this pump. I contacted Mr. Kennedy, who 
went to Morley to look over the pump to see what repairs 
and material were required. 


Mr. Kennedy called at this office today and 
informed me that the cost of the job would be $94.00, 
for labour and material, including 40 feet of 3-inch pipe, 
40 feet of 58 wood pump rod, 3-inch cylinder, material 
for air cushion, &c. e stated that the pump is at 
present “hammering itself to pie and that something 
should be done at once, but he preferred that 1 inform 
the department of the cost before he proceeded with the 
work. I am sending this letter by air mail, and beg to 
ask for a reply by radio so that there need be no delay 
in getting tiis pump in good working order.

Re-painting the outside, and decorating the interior would, of 
course, brighten things up: However, owing to War conditions, 

I am not recommending same. The Department are aware that we 
have cancelled a certain amount of outside painting of the Agency 
buildings: (Ref. Dept. No. 21-119 of June 6th, 1941). The Agency 
and School buildings are only a few rods apart, and both are seen 
from the main (tourist) highway; if any exterior painting is done, 
both sets of buildings should be touched up. 


Requisition No. 4 is for a shed to be built on what is re- 
ferred to as the Orphanage Ranch; Viz., lands taken over by the 
School (Church) for stock grazing purposes. (See Dept. No. 119-1-9 
dated Dec. 17th, 1936; also No. 119-1-14 dated May 14th, 1957, 
and Jan. 29th, 1938). The School grow a few acres of green 
feed and keep their main herd of eattle on this place, both in 
Summer and Winter. Owing to Wer conditions, I am not prepared 
to recommend this, and I am wondering whether the Department 
should be aksed to pay for improvements on this farm. 


Requisition Noe 6 4s for 300 feet of two-inch pipe, to 
convey water to the hogs: This is, without a doubt, a4 great 
labour-saving device; however, I consider the work can be 
carried on as in the past, and the saving of the cost of the 
material go towards Wer services. 


Re flooring asked for on Requisition No. S$: This is asked 
for to renew the flooring in the dormitories. These floors are 
showing signs of weer, and will have to be renewed before long.

training shop. 
We should try to obtain e new washer 


a size larger than the one described above. 


Regarding the stove used tn the laundry 
room. ‘his is really a cook stove with a reservoir, 
less a warming oven. Description is as follows;- 
icClary.

This stove is used to heat two galvanised 
boilers for boilitg clothes, and also for heating sad 
irons in order to teach the girls how to do washing and 
ironing in their own homes under similar conditions. 


Regarding the last paragraph in your letter 
Mr. Staley has already purchased used double decked beds, 
mtg from the Brock Company, Western Limited at 
$7.50 each. 1 am enclosing herewith an invoice for seven 
double decked beds which he purchased in June 1945, which 
he peid for from school funds. He says he has also 
purchased mattresses at $2.50 each but does not know if 
any more are available at the present time. He also 
showed me an invoice for another six double decked beds 
and abso showed me the beds which he has not yet set up. 
These he purchased on August lst. 1945 and which, I under- 
stand are being paid for from school or churd funds. 
By useing these double decked beds he is creating a little 
more floor space in the boys! dormitory.

of some of the electric wiring at the school and examination 
of some of it revecls that there is basis for worry. 
fany of the rooms are lighted by old fashioned drop colds 
and these with the sockets have been in use for twenty 
years with the result that the wiring is very brittle 
and the insulation in most cases gone. Other wiring leading 
to some of the mehhinery should be gone over and I would 
request that something be done to deal with whet could 
easily turn into « serious situation. 


Wiring installed at t e Mission House 
at the same time, by the same people, hea@ recently been the 
cause of a few thousand dollar fire. I would request then 
that sixty dron cords and sockets be 1enewed, or better 
still, that in some places in the school, a new system 
of lighting altogether be installed. The sewing room, 
office, dispensary, sta'f dining room and sitting room 
shoudd all heave modern lighting. 


Your attention to the matter would be 
appreciated although I am not in the position to give you 
any figure as to cost at the present.

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I beg to advise that recently on a visit from a Mr Clark 
Chidlow ,representing the American La France Fire Engine and 
Foamite Co,of Calgary,I took the opportunity of having Mr Chidlow 
check over the Morley Indian Residential School,requesting him to 
collaborate with the Rev G,Roy Inglis,Prinoipal of the above school, 
with a view to ascertaining the condition of his fire-fighting 


equipment,and general fire protection for this school. 


As a result of this visit,I have received the enclosed 
correspondence from The Prin#ipal which sets forth what is considered 


to be essential in the line of extinguishers for full protection at 
this school. 


It will be observed from the reccommendations mde by Mr 
Chidlow that a further 5 new extinguishers of the "Foamite " type 
should be provided to placed in the following strategic places in 
the schoél building: 

1- Basement of the Sutside Class room bidding. 

1- Entrance to Class Rooms upstairs,adjacent to each room. 
1- Kitchen hallway. 

1- Furnace room 

1- Mein entrance hallway to Residential Building. 


Prices quoted by the Western Supply and Manf Co of Calgary, 
Alta for the above type of "Foamite" extinguisher is $25.15 each 
for lots of four or more,prices quoted being F.0.B.Calgary.Alta. 

The Principal's action in having the several extinguishers 
that were found to be un-ugable ,eight in all,is recommended to the 
Branch for the approval of the expenditure that will be entailed,and 
it is further recommended that the new extinguishers requested be 
authorized. 

A further letter from the Principal of the above school is 
also attached suggesting that a Fire Alarm siren be provided,and in 
discussing this mtter with the Rev Inglis,1 am inclined to accept 
his recommendation in the matter,as it would appeer that bell 
ringing has lost its velue as a fire protection medium,the siren 
would also be a warning to the Commnity at large,being situated in 
close proximity to the hospital and Agency premises.

The 
reason being that in the original construction of 
the building,stripe of + by 14 were nailed across 
the ceiling joists which are of 1 x 10 and the la- 
the were then nailed to the 1 x l#stripne. It was 
noted that the weight of the plaster had pulled 
these strips together with the laths, loose. The 
epace between the laths was also found to be inesuf- 
ficient with the reeult that when the new plaster 
was applied that the same buckling would occur as 
had taken place with the old plaster, As the job 
had been etarted,the writer undertook to provide 
lath wire and stone board to recondition the ceil- 
4nge in both classrooms and the partiion between. 
The lathe on the ceiling together with the strips 
were entirely removed,and in one claesroom, metal 
lathes were used, in the other,stone board. The 
reason for the difference being that we were un- 
able to procure sufficient for both rooms of ei- 
ther material. Mr.Wright, because of his con- 
tacts with building supply firme, wae asked to 
obtain thie material. The total cost of thie ex- 
tra material ie $123.47 and was paid for in cash 
by Mr.Wright for which, together with his contract 
price of $650.00, a voucher will be submitted in 
due couree.

We hereby submit our tender to take out the old hot water 
tank and jacket heater in the Morley Indian School, and install in it's

A new 36x120 hot water storage tank, shell to be }" and heads 
a", This tank to be installed about 18" above the present pneumatic 
cold water tank and to be placed on & 2h" pipe stand. To install this 
tank it will be necessary to make an opening in the north side of the 
pump house and of course replace same when the tank is placed in position. 


In the above figure we have estimated on heating the water with 
a Red Head, Taco or equal, water heater. This heater is a unit in its- 
self with steam coils and has a heating capacity of 245 Imperial Gallons per 
hour. Raising the temperature of the water 100 degrees. 


We have estimated on making connections to the steam outlet of 
each boiler carrying 4 2h" line to the heater, trapping the condensation 
and discharging into the present condensation pump and receiver. 


, The hot water circulating pipe from this heater to the tank to 
be 23". 


We find that coal fed hot water heaters of this size required for 
this job are not made at the present time but it is the writer's opinion 
that the steam heating arrangement as specified above would be more satis- 
factory. This heater would be placed above the condensation pump there-by 
taking up no room, in front of the boilers. “t would also eliminate the 
smoke pipe. We also believe that the maintenance cost would be reduced, 
the only attention that it would require would be that it would have to be 
taken out once a year and cleaned.

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SEWERAGE DISPOSAL. 


SEWER PIPE PTIC TANK. 


The disposal of sewage and other wastes can be suitably 
conducted by means of a six inch C.I. sewer pipe to & Septic 
Tank of the design shown on drawings 7, 8&9. 

It is proposed to locate this Tank under a depth of eight feet 
of earth as a guard against frost, with two manholes from the 
the surface down, and a concrete manhole at a distance of 400 
feet from the point of commencement as shown on the Profile. 


DETAILS OF TANK & TREATM NT. 


The sewage can be made to enter the settling chamber at a 
grade of 2.0%, which gives a satisfactory velocity into the 
tank, With this grade the pipe will be self cleansing and will 
not require flushing. 

The sewage passes under a "baffle wall" before flowing into a 
second settling pocket in which it comes in contact with air and 


water before overflowing on to the gravel filter. The baffle 


wall, and the positions of the two outlets from the first chamber 


in relation to its inlet, ensures, when in action, a slow and 


steady movement of the sewage during preliminary sedimentation, 
and prevents splashing. 

The air is excluded from this chamber when in action. 
Some of the industrious bacteria must live in water with 4 
minimum amount of air, and have quiet surroundings. 

The sewage now enters the second chamber with a lake-pocket 
for the further pleasure of the anaerobic or sea-going bugs before 
overflowing on the screened gravel filter. 


A continual supply of fresh air enters and leaves this chamber 


he 
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through the vents as shown in sectional elevation, Drawing No.8. 
The fresh air, and water contained in the above mentioned pocket, 
supplies the necessary aerobic bacteria. 

When the now partly purified sewage has risen 4 feet, it 
runs around the concrete four inch projection shown on plan and 
in section, which is designed to enable the sewage to overflow 
on to the filter from all sides. 
OUTLET AND DISPOSAL. 


After filtration through a bed of four feet of screened gravel, 


the sewage runs through the six inch outlet at a grade of 210% 


and discharges into the trenches, where it seeps away through the 


gravel. 


ALTERNATIRE. 
An alternative method would be to build e Cesspool of brick 


set in cement mortar with open joints. As, however, the use of 
trenches enables the liquid to be actually seen and better 
investigated should any defect appear throughout the system, and 
4t cannot be definitely assumed, at present, that the nature of 
the sub-soil, at that depth, would facilitate a filtering 
disposal of the liquid, I have in the present case projected 4 
series of trenches on the Plan for this purpose. 
SLUDGE BED. 

The sludge from the Tank is emptied through the manholes on 
the Sludge Bed where shown on the Plan, and the amount is not 


great. From one to two cubic yards per million gallons of sewage

In regard to the question of disposition of the 
McDougall Orphanage property at Morley, I beg to submit 
the following statement in connection therewith. 
On the 28th of November, 1894, Letters Patent were issued 
by the Department of the Interior to the Methodist Church 
its successors and assigns, for alltnat parcel of lana 
situate, lying and being in the Morleyville settlement, 
in the district of Alberta, composed of lot No. 8, as shown 
on plan of survey of the said settlement, dated the llth of 
January, 1892, on the condition that the Methodist Church, 
its successors and assigns, should hold the land so long as 
the same should, except in case of the consent of the 
Superintendent General of Indian Affairs expressly given in 
writing to the use thereof or of any portion thereof for 
other purposes, be used for the purposes of an orphanage and 
training school for Indian chilaren, and for no other purpose 
or purposes whatsoever. 

On the 7th day of November, 1902, a Certificate 
of Title issued out of the Land Registration District for 
southern Alberta, to His Majesty King Edward the Seventh, 
for that portion of lot 7 in tne settlement of Morleyville 
which lies to the north and west of a certain surveyed

The Department has decided to close 
the Industrial school at Red Deer, and to 
re-establish the institution at Edmonton. 

It is propoged to dispose of two school 
properties in Alberta, the one at Morley 
and the other at Red Deer. As these prope 
ties were secured for educational purposes, 
it is proposed to consider the avails of 
their sale as an offset against the ex 
penditure at Edmonton, although we cannot 
use the actual money received in payment 
for the properties. 

The attached memorandum to His Ex- 
eell 4m Gouncil deals with the sale of 
the Morley property. 

In the report to Council herewith it 
4s recommended that lot 8 and part of lot 7 
in the Morleyville Settlement, Alverta - 
which were originally Dominion lands but- 
were obtained for use by the Department of 
Indian Affaire and the Methodist Church for 
the purposes of an orphanage and training 
school for Indian children and for no other 
purpose or purposes whatsoever — be now 
relinquished to the Interior Department, as 
the property hae ceased to be used for the 
purposes for which it was obtained, 

Lot @ was obtained by letters patent on 
the conditions above mentioned, and the 
portion of lot 7 referred to was acquired 
for the seme purposes as lot %, The 
properties have not been used for the 
purposes referred toe for several years. As 
they adjoin one another I think they 

ghould be sold by the one Department, and 
we have been in the habit of handing over

such property to the Department of 
Interior for sale. As the buildings have 
been in disuse since the school closed 
on the 10th November, 1908, they are now 
practically valueless. This Department 
paid from Parlismentary Appropriation for 
the above mentioned part of lot 7 but 
when the lot is gold the money will go 
back inte the Treasury and this Department 
will receive no benefit from it. The

The Minister observes that in addition to the 


above mentioned 1176 acres, and for the same purposes, the 
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Department of Indian Affairs acquired from Frank Ricks 
that portion, containing 262 acres, of Lot No.7 in the Mor- 
leyville Settlement,which lies to the north and west of a 
certain surveyed trail through said lot 7 called the Calgary 
and Morley trail, and covering which said portion of lot 7 
the Department of Indian Affairs holds certificate of title 
from the South Alberta Land Registration District to His 
Majesty King Edward VII; in exchange for which portion of 
Lot 7 Mr.Ricks was given by the Department of the Interior 
the north half of lot 18 and the north half of lot 20, town- 
ship 25, range 5, west of the fifth meridian, for which the 
Department of the Interior was paid by the Department of 
Indian Affairs the sum of $960 from the Parliamentary Appro- 
priation for Indian Education. 

In view of the fact that the said lot 6 and portion 


of lot 7 above referred to are no longer used for the pur- 


poses of an orphanage and training school for Indian Children, 


the Minister recommends that the same be herewith relinquished 
by the Department of Indian Affairs to the Department of the 


Interior.

I beg to bring to your attention that while at Morley 
inspecting that Agency the matter of children attending the 
school came up- I have known of a great many cases where In- 
dian children were attending school ‘and they would be much 
better left out of school on account of ill health; and I have 
often noticed that although the general surroundings and the 
food were better in school, when they were allowed to go back 
home they would pick up in & few months. The question came up 


that if the Doctor finds that child is not doing well in 
school, and as Medical Officer he i e opinion that by 
bringing it home and getting it out into the fresh air it 
would do better, has he the authority to discharge the child, 


or would thie have to be taken up with the Department? » 
was not sure on this pointe 


I have known medical men to give inetructions to dis- 


charge certain children. This, of course, would only come up 
once in awhile. There are three girls at the Morley School at 
present who are 7T.B. bed patients and in my opinion they would 
do much better at home; At least no worse, as I do not suppose 
any of the three will live. I shall be glad to be advised on 


this question.
